rermitting a glimpse into the very 
:, earliest days of the village of Antioch 
■,'^i(are these documents discovered by C. 
^ K. Anderson among some old archives 
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"I, Charles Haynes being duly 
sworn depose and says he settled in 
■what is now called the Village of .Anti- 
och in the year 1842, at that time 
there was one frame and one log house 
south of Se(|uoil creek, for nearly half 
a mile, In the fall of 1842 a building 
used (or erected for a blacksmith shop) 
was fitted up for keeping school in 
tlirougli the winter. In the Spring of 
1843 one Doctor Annis moved iu 
where the School was kept the pre- 
vious winter. After he lived there it 
was called Dr. Annis' lot for a number 
of years. In the year 1845 John B. 
Rice bought the lot (that was known 
as the AnnLs lot) of [•. F. Munson 
containing one-half acre. John B. 
Rice sold the lot in a year- or two, to 
J. Gage. I remember some of owners 
(of the so-called Dr. Annis' lot) to- 
wlt I'. V. Munson, J II. Rice, Kelson 
Sherman, Geo- Larabe and at the pres- 
ent by T. A.-I^mmons. The said lot 
is situated - in Section 8, Town 46, 
Range 10, II. 3 I». -.M in the Village of 
Antioch, on the Kast Side of the I'ox 
Road opposite of (where) Williams 
Bros, old h'tore now stands. I know 
above facts by living adjoining said lot 
and within one mile of the same since 
1&I2. 

"Charles Haynes 

"Subscribed and sworn to before me 
this 4lh day of November, 1891. 

"J no. J. Burke, 
Justice of the Peace." 

(f^d. Note— J. J. Burke was the 
founder of the Antioch News in 1886, 
and was its editor and publisher for 
many Vears., 

Kansan Recalls Old Days 

"I, Ilarvey S. Shepard, do depose 
and say that I settled in Lake co., Illi- 
nois, In what is now known as the Vil- 
lage of Antioch in the month of Feb. 
1842. At that time there was one log 
house (D. B. Gage's) and one frame 
house now occupied (or was at my last 
knowing) by the family of Jas. Ingalls, 
the only two buildl»igs (dwellings) 
within a half mile south of Scquoit 
Creek. During the summer of '42 my 
recollection now is (of which I am 
quite confident) Harrison P. Nelson 
erected a building where T. A. Um- 
ntons now lives, which was used for 
a school room the succeeding winter 
of which myself and bros. attended. 
I was twenty years old at that time. 
In the spring of '43 one Dr. Annis 
bought the property and (Ulcd it up for 
a dwelling with whom I was personal- 
ly well ac(|ualntcd as he boarded in my 
father's family for six weeks while 
completing his house for occupancy. 
The property was known as the Annis 
property until it had changed hands 
(answers on page 5)

While the confiict in Europe seems 
to be occupying the attention of alt at 
the moment, a letter just received by 
James McMillen of Antioch brings a 
vivid reminder of another war, that has 
already been going on for four years. 

Written by a fellow student in the 
school of engineering at Illinois uni- 
versity, who specialized in metallurgy, 
the letter is on the thinnest of rice 
paper, its small envelope aniost cov- 
ered with stamps, and bears the di- 
rections, "Air ^iail from Szechuan to 
Hongkong, via steamer from Hong- 
kong to the U. S. A." It has a fur- 
ther inscription, stamped upon it — 
"Not opened by Censor." — 

"P. O. Box 2, Wutungkiao, 
"Szechuan, China 
"Sept. 18, 1941 
"Dear Mac— 

"Please forgive me for not writing 
you any letter during the last four 
years. China has been at war with the 
Japs and I have been in service in the 
army. Tliat will explain everything. 

"During 1936 I was with Yungli 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., Nanking 
Plant. War broke out in 1937 whcii 
Japs sent their army to the interior of 
China for no reason at all. Nanking 
fell on Dec. 13th. Since then the Japs 
I have been losing and gaining some- 
, times in all fronts in China. We have 
held them here and there, and thanks 
to my fellow soldiers we still are citi- 
zens of an independent and free coun- 
try. 

"I have been in the army service for 
several years. .-Vll in all I was in over 
;500 battles with the Japs. I will say 
Japs are the worst soldiers in the 
world, cowardly and barharous. I 
have lost all my earthly things due to 
Japs' invasion, my home, books, 
clothes, career, and even the life of 
my relatives. I have sacrificed every- 
thing for my country, my body and 
soul. 

"In all these hattles I have never 
been wounded, as the Japs are very 
poor soldier j and they cannot fight 
without heavy, guns and bombers. I 
retired from tlie actuaLservice because 
I was g.TSsed several months ago. I 
might go tn the front sometime in 
future yet. 

".*\t present I am recuperating at

The Antioch housewife's eagerness 
to feed her family a sufTicient (|uota of 
vitamins is causing an unprecedented 
run on vegetables and fruit centers 
this fall, but too often she defeats her 
good purpose by unwittingly robbing 
the fdod of its health-giving vitamin 
and mineral content. 

Tills assertion was made today by 
Phil Libby. Chicago foo<l consultant 
and radio chef, as lie cautioned the 
nation's home-makers against the 
prime destroyer of food values — over- 
cooking, lie added that based on a 
daily per capita need of almost 8.000 
vitamin units, the citizens of .Antioch 
should have at least 9 million vitamins 
a day. 

"Grocery retailers generally say 
women are more vitamin-conscious 
this year than ever before," Libby de- 
clared. "One large chain grocery or- 
ganization, the A & P Tea Company, 
rcpiiris a 20 per cent increase in move- 
ment of these products during its re- 
cent ten-week campaign to help the 
federal government's 'nutrition-for-de- 
lense' drive. I wish we could he sure 
that the increased purchases were re- 
sulting in consumption of a fifth more 
vitamins." 

Libby said that cooking vegetables 
too long over too hot a fire permits 
precious vitaniins and minerals to es- 
cape. He offered the following five 
"rules of thumb" for housewives: 

1. Use a vessel just big enough to 
hold the vegetables to be cooked. 

2. Use as little -water as possible, 
seldom if ever more than one cup. 

.1 When water comes to boil, re- 
duce flame to simmer. Water should 
"smile and not laugh," because a roll- 
ing boil disturbs vegetables and re- 
leases minerals imnccessarily, 

4. Don't throw away the little 
water which remains after cooking. 
It's rich in minerals and should be 
used for soup or sauce stocks. 

5. Don't cook vegetables too long, 
because the longer they are subjected 
to heal, the greater the vitamin loss. 
It's a rare vcgela>blc that needs more 
than 20 minutes; none re<iuircs more 
than 30 minutes. Shredded cabbage 
should be cooked no more than seven 
minutes. 

Libby said that these rules should 
be observed especially In the cooking 
of green antl yellow vegetables which 
contain the most vitamins. Fruit, he 
said, doesn't present the problems at- 
tending vegetable cookery.

SIN AND ITS CONSEQUENCES 

LESSON TEXT— Golatlans 6:7. B; I John 
1:3-2:0. 

GOLDEN TEXT— If wo confess our sins. 
he Is faithful and just to forgive us our 
•Ins, nnd to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.— I John 1:0. 
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Sin is on appalling reality, liidcous 
and horrible in itself, and bearing 
witli it the gravest consequences 
both in this life and in the life to 
come.. Man does not find it pleasant 
to face that fact, and so he makes 
light of sin nnd even may go so far 
as to deny its existence. Obviously 
such an expedient does nothing to 
solve the difilculty or to meet the 
gnawing distress of a heart facing 
and fearing the judgment of God. 

Far better to meet the reality of 
It, admit its awfulncss, and scelc 
God's way of full deliverance. Sin, 
which came into the world when 
man listened to Satan and disobeyed 
God in the Garden of Eden, has 
gone on to mar and to mark all 
mankind. We note that 

I. Sin Brings Corruption (Gal. 6: 
7, 8). 

Seedtime is followed by harvest. 
This is the law of nature, the law 
_ of ^ God. The farmer who sowed 
wheat in the spring looked for wheat 
when the harvest time came. The 
same principle holds in the spiritual 
realm. Just as the one who sows 
to the Spirit reaps eternal life, the 
one who sows to the flesh reaps 
corruption, and death. 

A life of self-indulgence (which Is 
sowing to the flesh) brings moral 
decay. Tlie weakened will yields 
to desire, and it "bringeth forth sin: 
and sin, when it ts flnlshcd. bringeth 
forth death" (James 1:14, 15). This 
death is spiritual, bringing separa- 
tion from God, a loss of fellowship 
and communion with Him. Spiritu- 
al death as well as physical death 
came upon mankind through Adam's 
sin. 

II. Sin Loves Darkness (I John 
1:5-7). 

Tliore is not a bit of darkness in 
God. He is light. When Jesus 
came into the world, He came as 
the Light of the World. But "men 
loved darkness rather than light, be- 

, cause their deeds were evil. For 

^•Vory one that doelh evil hatoth the 
'light, neither cometh to the light, 

\:lest his deeds sliould be reproved" 

■ (John 3:17-21). 

The corollary of that truth is that 
a man who says he has fellowship 
with God, but continues to walk in 
darkness, brands himself a liar (v. 
6). Compare Revelation 21:27-28 for 
what God thinks of liars. 

The light still shines, and the one 
who is walking in darkness has only 
to step over into the light (v. 7)

III. Sin Is an Undeniable Fact 
(I John 1:8-10). 

It seems impossible that a man 
Vrtu) knows himself and knows the 
Uftt he lives would ever deny sin, 
for it ia one of the most evident of 
■U^^facts. Yet men have denied it, 

r^BOUght to explain it away, calling 
it error, or a "fall upward," or a 
step in man's development, or the 
evidence of man's self -conscious- 
ness and desire to learn. 

There is no hope for a man as 
long as he assumes such an atti* 
tude, for he not only lies himself, 
but lie makes God a liar. He denies 
the truth of God's Word about sin, 
makes meaningless or wicked God's 
dealings with sin, and reveals that 
God's Word is not in him. Those 
who make such statements declare 
that they do not belong to God and 
do not accept His Word. It is evi- 
dent that they ought never to be per- 
mitted to teach such things in the 
church, or in the name of Chris- 
tianity. 

IV. Sin Galls for a Saviour (I 

John 2:1-6). 

Christ the propitiation, the mercy- 
leat covering for our sins, is the 
only Saviour. He paid the price, 
and made it possible for God to be 
just and al the same time a justi- 
her of the ungodly. The sinner 
needs such a Saviour. 

Sin in the life of the believer also 
calls for a Saviour, one who will 
cleanse us (1:0) and who will in 
His own blessed name plead our 
cause "If we sin." He is our Advo- 
cate (2:1) pleading His righteous- 
ness in our behalf when we do fall. 

This does not mean that we may 
then become indiflcrent or careless 
about sin. If we say we know Him 
and do not keep His commandments, 
we lie about our professed relation* 
ship to Him. The mark of a true 
child is a spirit of obedience. 

God's children prove their lovo 
to Him by keeping His command- 
ments. Talking about our devo- 
tion to Him, giving our service for 
Him, or sacrificing for His cause 
mean nothing if we do not obey 
Him. We only pile evidence upon 
evidence of our untrutlifulncss by 
making claims and doing things 
which are negated by our disobedi- 
ence.
